to think of the days of my childhood, spent i in the village of Connab's 
Quay, on the western bank of the river Dee. Perhaps the perusal of a few 
items from my experience may interest some others, so I will give them. 
From my earliest recollection I was taught the principles of the Gospel. 
The ‘associates of my youth were taught by their parents and tradition to 
attend some religious place of worship, and because I did not follow in the 
path they pursued, they looked upon nie with disdain. My father took every” 
precaution to have his family around him on the Sabbath day, and to keep us 
from attending any other place of ‘worship. On thé Sabbath he would 
devote the morning to reading aloud from the Bible, Doctrine and Covenants, 
Journal of Discourses, and the MILLENNIAL Srak, 80 that all in the house 
cotld-heat him. In the afternoon he would hold a testimony meeting in his 
own family circle, partake of the Sacrament and have his children beat 
testimony to their knowledge of the truth. We were seldom visited by any 
one during the Sabbath. We were the only family in the village who be- 
lieved’ in the divine mission of Joseph Smith the Prophet. I well remember 
noticing people of different religious sects passing during the Sabbath to and 
from their various places of worship, ‘and oftentimes wondered why they were 
80 divided in their faith. | When reflecting upon this subject the words of 
our Savior, when upon the earth, ee ue my mind: r 
cept: ye are one, ye are not mine“?

For 
my services I obtained six shillings per week, which amount I gave to my 
mother every re 41 J felt proud to thus add to tho fund being laid 
away for our emigrat he Previous. to my working ut these dye works, * 
attended St. Mark’s national school, and had a great desire to acquire an 
edu „but was so anxious to emigrate that I quit the school of m 
accord that I might earn money. Having to work under task. masteis, EN. 
ever, and be on hand exactly at six o'clock in the morning, became so re- 
pugnant to my feelings, that after continuing at it six weeks, I yielded to my 
parents’ persuasion and gave up the job. I afterwards went to school, and 
devoted my time to studying. well my lessons, in which I took great delight: 
My desire for going West, however, did not abate, but inereased. Two\ 

years from this time my father purchased a small boat and a trammel net for 
me and my brother (who was two years younger than myself,) to use in the river 
Dee. We were considered very small by many to go salmoning or boating, 
nevertheless we went and were very successful. In fishing, one of us stood 
on the shore and managed a reel, around which was wound à small cord or 
line, attached to the net in the river. The other end of the net was 
fastened to the boat by means of a cord also, and the net kept in proper shape 
for catching salmon by the boatman; It was my business to manage the 
boat, being the eldest. The nets used were about 40 yards long, 7 feet deep, 
and were corked and leaded to keep them spread out while in the water. 
Ralmon, as a rule, during. the fishing season, swim against the tide, and as thé, 
neta drift with the. water in a stretched condition, it is very seldom:a Salmon; 
can pass by without being sang, unless it goes. around the end, of the net or 
breaks throngh. 

We, followed. this up for one, season, lasted monthe, tram 
May Ist to August zlst and then we attended school again. As the next

large families; and, we did! 
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Sometimes wd would: ag far as eight or ten miles from home. On the 
fleothtide: which flowed every twelve houra,, we would clean and wash our 
néte::; We-conld do this while, sailing towards home, if the wind happened to- 
be favorable, but when it did not favor us, we would cast anchor and wash. 
Our nets. About; the month of November, 1861; as we were coming up the 
river during a high spring tide, not realizing the danger caused by the swift - 
ness of the tide; we cast anchor to wash our nets. No sooner, however, did 
the anchor fasten in the sand, than part of our nets fell into the river. So. 
swiftly did tha balance follow that we could not hold them, and to our dismay | 
we saw them slip out of our hands and sink in the river. We felt much 
trie vod, and my brother and I both commenced to cry.. The greatest diffi- 
culty; however, was before us, which was to get the anghor up, as the boat 
was fairly running under the water. Others could not come to our relief with - 
outſendangering their own lives by running the boats together. The tide 
was running about nine knots an hour. Knowing that our condition was 
perilous, we felt to put our trust in the Lord, who is ever ready with Hias 
guardian angels to protect His children. We rallied our courage and pro- 
ceeded: to the bow of the boat to pull in the anchor rope, and the water came 
oyer her bow. However, we pulled away, and amn succeeded in obtaining 
the anchor without sinking the bot. 

The next trial was to meet our mother, who was on the shows every day to 
300 us. land and help. us ship our freight of fish to Chester market. 

This day we, caught a good “ freight,” as it was termed, nevertheless we felt 
terrified at the thonght of going home without our three neta. It happened 
that, on reaching the shore, we were met not only by our mother, but also by 
our father and Elder E. I. Sloan, of the Liverpool Conference. We bad 

Father, perceiving , 
our feelings, did nat aeold us as we fully expected, but not to 
although the loss of our nets was a very serious,one. —_.

The day being set several weeks beforehand when we should leave out home 
for Liverpool, we governed ourselves aeoordingly. My fathet deemed it Wise. 
to keep it from his friends and relatives that we were going to ‘America, until: 
a few days from the time he was ready to start. The disposing of the house- 
hold furniture ereated some bad feeling among relatives and friends; as nearly 
every one in the village wanted something as a token of friendship from the 
family. Scarcely anything was realized from the articles dispesed of; they 
were almost given away. There was quite a clamoring for the boat and 
néts, the iden being prevalent that they would catch fish anywhere if they 
were only in the water. My father was not disposed to put them up for sale; 
he preferred to let the poor fishermen have them for a small trifls just eough 
to have it said they were bought or sold. Both the nets and boat were kept 
as long as they would hang together. eaw 

Arrangements were made for my uncle and a friend wt my father’s: to take 
the luggage to Liverpool in a pilot boat to save expense, they offering their 
services free of churge, my brother and I to ‘accompany’ them; father, 
mother and tlre rest of the family to take train the day following: by way of 
Chester. The day we left Conneh’s Quay our neighbors and friends to the 
number of at least 300 assembled on the beach to witness: our departure, 
most of whom shed tears and watched us as long as the boat ‘cottld be seen. 
I rernember quite well the time, and that I never shed a tear, for I knew ‘that

AUTOCRATIC ACTION OF GOVERNOR MURRAY, , 

‘As has already been: intimated i in our or the. Legislative Ae of ; 
Utah, which recently adjourned, had the opposition of Governor Murray to 
‘eontend with all through the session. He played the role of petty tyrant to 
perfection. To begin with, he insulted the members and maligned their con- 
stituents in his message. to the Legislature. Following that he hampered 
them in all their deliberations for the welfare of the people of the: Territory, 
whom be as well as they had. sworn to serve in the enactment of just and 
‘wholesome laws, by his obstinate neglect or refusal to approve the biils they 
passed unless they pandered to his autocratic dictation. His inordinate 
vanity and arrogance, and his unscrupulous disregard for the truth and for 
the interests of the people, were manifest in all that he did. The combined 
wisdom of the assembled representatives of the people counted as nothing in 
his estimation cempared with that of his superior mind, and be did. not 
-scruple about reminding them of this fact. His crowning act of arrogance 
De manifested i in the legislative. matters with the: of 
This institution was established some Utah ‘was: 
ase Territory. When the Latter-day Saints located in Salt Lake Valley that 

country belonged to Mexico. They took possession of it in the name of the 
United States, and, while 1,000 miles distant from any other civilized com- 
munity, they organized a Provisional State Government and applied for ad- 
mission into the Union under the title of the State of Deseret. Among other 
“acts passed by the Legislature of this Provisional Government was thet in- 
corporating the University of Deseret, This act was ratified by the. Terri- 

torial egislature i in October, 1851, after Utah bad been granted a Territorial 
“Govern ment, Agreeably with the provisions of the act the afficers of the 
‘University, consisting of a chancellor and board of twelve regents, ‘were 

elected by the Legislature, and this custom hag been followed, up ever since. 

Two years ago, however, Governor Murray assumed the right to, appoint the 
officers of the University, notwithstanding the law and the precedents of the 
previous thirty years in the matter were all opposed. to such a

The Assembly had again elected the officers of 
the University as the law provided, instead of allowing him to appoint them, 
‘and for this and sundry other causes which he alleged, and which had no 
foundation in truth, he refused to sign the general appropriation ‘bill unless 
the clause providing for the appropriation to the University were stricken 
out. And the Legislature in the last extremity | submitted to the ‘outrage 
rather than have the whole of the appropriations: cut off, aud thus the Uni- 
versity was left without funds.

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“They found everywhere the evidences of thrift and prosperity among the 
Saints, and were kindly treated by the Lamanites. Chief Pedro and his band, 
who had been so hostile, were now friendly, and since the evacuation of 
Forest Dale, which was discovered to be on the e Apache 2 and the 


eee this 110d of N so much more substantial than the mere 
words upon which they were wont ts be fed by the whites. The Indiuus 
were now desirous of dwelling i in peace with them and earning an honest 
living. The Navajo reservation was too small for that tribe, they were a 
wealthy people, and their land was only about 60 by 90 miles in extent. 


They next visited the St. Joseph Stake, and at St. David paid a visit * 
the grave of Elder D. P. Kimball. The speaker eulogized tlie deceased as 
one of the main moving powers in the colonizing of the southern eountry, 
told how the people loved and revered his memory, and mourned his absence 
from their midst. From there they went to the Gila settlements, in the 
midst of a splendid country, with fine places for cities and a very productive 
soil. All tropical fruits could be raised there. Sulphur Valley, in the: 
Chirahuaca Mountains, was excellent for grazing. The Gila river was like 
the Weber, not large, but clear and beautiful, and abundunt for irrigating 
purposes. Brother Grant halt. him there and returned home to attend the 
Legislature. 

“ The speaker afterwards visited Maricopa. Mesa City was l on a 
bench, in the midst of a fine fruit- -growing region. It was originally a deser 
bat had been redeemed by the toil of the people and the blessings of the 
Lord.
